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At least 4 killed in Dominica as 
Tropical Storm Erika hits island

ROSEAU, Dominica (AP) — 

Streets across Dominica 
turned into fast-flowing riv¬ 
ers that swept up cars as 
Tropical Storm Erika pum¬ 
meled the eastern Carib¬ 
bean island, unleashing 
landslides and killing at 
least four people. 

The storm, which forecast¬ 
ers said could reach Florida 
as a hurricane on Monday, 
knocked out power and 
water supplies on Domini¬ 
ca as it dumped 15 inches 
(38 centimeters) of rain on 
the small island and head¬ 
ed west into the Caribbean 
Sea. An elderly blind man 
and two children were 
killed when a mudslide 
crashed into their home in 
the southeast of the island, 
said Police Superintendent 
Daniel Carbon. Another 
man was found dead near 
his home in the capital of 
Roseau after a mudslide, 
but the cause of death 
was could not be immedi¬ 
ately determined. Carbon 
told The Associated Press. 
Police said another 20 peo¬ 
ple have been reported 
missing. 

Erika was centered about 
175 miles (280 kilometers) 
west of Guadeloupe, and 
was moving west at 15 
mph (24 kph) with maxi¬ 
mum sustained winds that 
had slipped slightly to 45 
mph (75 kph), according to 
the U.S. National Hurricane 
Center in Miami. 

Erika was expected to 
move near Puerto Rico 
and the Virgin Islands on 
Thursday and be near or 
just north of the Dominican 
Republic on Friday as it 
heads toward Florida early 
next week, possibly as a 
hurricane. 

Chris Landsea, a meteorol¬ 
ogist at the hurricane cen¬ 
ter, said the storm could 
dissipate if it passed over 
Hispaniola or Puerto Rico or 
it could gather and pose a 
potential threat to Florida 
next week. “The uncertain¬ 
ties are very high,” he said. 
As the storm entered the 
Caribbean, it did the heavi¬ 
est damage to Dominica, 
an island of about 72,000 
people of lush forests and 


steep terrain. Authorities 
were still conducting a full 
damage assessment af¬ 
ter rivers surged over their 
banks and walls of mud 
surged into homes. 

About 80 percent of the 
island was without electric¬ 
ity, and water supply was 
cut off, authorities said. 
Trees and light poles were 
strewn across streets as wa¬ 
ter rushed over parked cars 
and ripped the scaffold¬ 
ing off some buildings. The 
main airport was closed 
due to flooding, with water 
rushing over at least one 
small plane. 

The main river that cuts 
through the capital over¬ 
flowed its banks and surg¬ 
ing water crashed into the 
principal bridge that leads 
into Roseau. 

“The capital city is a 
wreck,” policewoman Tee- 
sha Alfred said. “It is a sight 
to behold. It’s a disaster.” 
Erika was likely to hit the is¬ 
land of Hispaniola, which 
is shared by Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic, said 
chief forecaster James 
Franklin at the National Hur¬ 
ricane Center. 

“That would certainly not 
be good news for Hispan¬ 
iola,” he said. “They’re very 
vulnerable to flooding. And 
even if Erika is a weak sys¬ 
tem that could be very 
bad there.” 

Officials shuttered schools, 
government offices and 
businesses across the re¬ 
gion and warned of flash 
flooding because of dry 
conditions caused by the 
worst drought to hit the 
Caribbean in recent years. 
Authorities warned power 
and water service might 
be temporarily cut off. 
Puerto Rico Gov. Alejan¬ 
dro Garcia Padilla said 
the storm could bring 
badly needed rains to the 
parched U.S. territory. 
“We're happy given the 
dry conditions, but it does 
highlight the need to be on 
alert,” he said, adding that 
heavy downpours could 
lead to flash floods. He ac¬ 
tivated the National Guard 
as a precaution. 

The heaviest rains were ex¬ 
pected to hit Puerto Rico's 
eastern region, with the 
storm expected to pass 


about 30 miles (50 kilome¬ 
ters) north of the island 
overnight Thursday, said 
Odalys Martinez, with the 
National Weather Service 
in San Juan. 


Erika is expected to dump 
between 4 to 8 inches (10 
to 20 centimeters) of rain 
across the region, with up 
to 12 inches (31 centime¬ 
ters) in some areas.

After the killing, Flanagan 
texted a friend suggesting 
he had “done something 
stupid,” investigators wrote 
in a search warrant. He 
turned the gun on himself 
when police caught up to 
him a few hours later. Inside 
his rental car, investigators 
found extra license plates, 
a wig, shawl, sunglasses

“How heartless can you 
be? My entire life was dis¬ 
rupted after moving clear 
across the country for a 
job only to have my dream 
turn into a nightmare,” Fla¬

Colleagues of the journal¬ 
ists shot to death returned 
to their morning show 
Thursday, in a broadcast 
that opened with images 
of Parker and Ward. 

“We come to you with 
heavy hearts. Two of our 
own were shot during a 
live shot yesterday morn¬ 
ing,” said Kim McBroom, 
the anchor whose open- 
mouthed shock was seen 


around the world Wednes¬ 
day after Ward’s camera 
recorded the attack. 

Later, during an afternoon 
news conference, the sta¬ 
tion's general manager, 
Jeffrey Marks, recalled a 
series of problems with Fla¬ 
nagan while he worked at 
WDBJ from March 2012 to 
February 2013. Flanagan 
accused a news photog¬ 
rapher of trespassing on 
private property. He con¬ 
fronted an anchor over 
a story and attempted 
to reach the company's 
CEO to complain. He filed 
a complaint with the Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Commission, as well as the 
lawsuit. 

Flanagan's joking and 
smiling one minute could 
turn to anger in the next, 
a former colleague, Justin 
McLeod, said in an inter¬ 
view. 

Once, seemingly out of 
nowhere, Flanagan told 
a photographer that he 
knew the man didn’t like 
him because he was gay. 
The photographer re¬ 
sponded by telling Flana¬ 
gan that he had not even 
known, McLeod said. 

But there was no inkling 
then or since of what was 
to come, Marks said. For¬ 
mer co-workers, surprised 
that he stayed in town af¬ 
ter losing him job, passed 
him from time to time. 
They called them "Bryce 
sightings,” referring to Fla¬ 
nagan’s on-air name, 
McLeod said. But none had 
any conversation with him, 
let alone confrontations. 
“We are still at a loss to fig¬ 
ure out what happened 
to him in those 2 V 2 years,” 
Marks said. □

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama paid 
tribute to New Orleans on 
Thursday as an extraordi¬ 
nary example of renewal 
and resilience 10 years af¬ 
ter the devastation of Hur¬ 
ricane Katrina, walking 
through the city’s streets, 
visiting tidy porch stoops 
and dining at a thriving 
corner eatery, 

“The fact that we can 
make this many strides 10 
years after a terrible, epic 
disaster, I think, is an indica¬ 
tion of the kind of spirit we 
have in this city,” Obama 
declared after walking 
door to door in the historic 
Treme section of a city re¬ 
born from tragedy. He cau¬ 


tioned, though, that “just 
because the housing is 
nice doesn’t mean our job 
is done.” 

Areas of the city still suffer 
from high poverty, he said, 
and young people still take 
the wrong path. 

There is more to be done to 
confront “structural inequi¬ 
ties that existed long be¬ 
fore the storm happened,” 
he added. 

In his remarks, Obama 
blended the same themes 
of resilience and renewal 
that he drew from encoun¬ 
ters with the sturdy residents 
he met along Magic Street 
and at other locations. 
Leah Chase, 92, was one of 
those to chat with Obama, 
and pronounced herself a 
fan of the man, saying he’d 
handled “a rough road.” 


“That’s all you have to do: 
handle what's handed to 
you,” Chase said, voicing 
what could be a credo for 
the city. 

Obama was clearly ener¬ 
gized by his visits, at one 
point breaking into a song 
from “The Jeffersons” sit¬ 
com after meeting a young 
woman who calls herself 
“Wheezy.” He stopped 
off for lunch with some lo¬ 
cal young men at Willie 
Mae Scotch House before 
heading to a new commu¬ 
nity center in the hard-hit 
Lower 9th Ward. 

“Not long ago, our gath¬ 
ering here in the Lower 
9th might have seemed 
unlikely,” Obama said in 
speech excerpts released 
in advance. “But today,

Settlement reached in Gulf oil leak lawsuit

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — A 

New Orleans energy com¬ 
pany said Thursday it has 
reached a settlement 
agreement with environ¬ 
mental groups in a lawsuit 
stemming from the com¬ 
pany’s failed efforts to stop 
a decade-old, slow-motion 
oil spill in the Gulf of Mexico. 
A federal court filing Thurs¬ 
day stated that an agree¬ 
ment had been reached 


between Taylor Energy 
Company and the envi¬ 
ronmental groups. Taylor 
said in a news release it has 
agreed under the settle¬ 
ment to make a $300,000 
donation to a Louisiana 
marine research consor¬ 
tium and to fund $100,000 
in research on the ecologi¬ 
cal effects of small, long 
term leaks in the Gulf. 

Taylor also said it will host 
a public forum and publish 
a website with information 


on the company’s spill re¬ 
sponse. 

Environmental groups led 
by the New York City-based 
Waterkeeper Alliance said 
in a joint statement that 
they won't comment until 
a final agreement is signed. 
“We are very pleased 
about the progress of ne¬ 
gotiations with Taylor, and 
have come to a conceptu¬ 
al agreement that has not 
yet been finalized. □

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The US economy’s second quarter went from solid to stellar

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

U.S. economy staged a 
far bigger rebound last 
quarter than first thought, 
outpacing the rest of the 
developed world and bol¬ 
stering confidence that it 
will remain sturdy in com¬ 
ing months despite global 
headwinds. The economy 
as measured by gross do¬ 
mestic product expanded 
at an annual rate of 3.7 
percent in the April-June 
quarter, the Commerce 
Department reported 
Thursday. That's more than 
a percentage point great¬ 
er than the initial 2.3 per¬ 
cent estimate and a sharp 
upgrade from the anemic 
0.6 percent advance dur¬ 
ing the January-March 
quarter. 

To be sure, the GDP report 
provides a backward look 
at the U.S. economy. Since 
the spring, it has been hit 
with deepening concerns 
about a slowdown in Chi¬ 
na and recent turbulence 
in global financial markets. 
It remains unclear how the 
U.S. will fare in the months 
ahead if developments 
abroad deteriorate. 

The robust second-quarter 
numbers, however, indi¬ 
cate a level of growth 
unmatched by the rest of 
the developed world and 
a solid footing heading 
into the second half of the 
year. 

“The U.S. economy en¬ 
tered the current market 
turbulence with momen¬ 
tum, which will help it to 
shrug off the drag from 
China and other develop¬ 
ing economies,” said Di¬ 
ane Swonk, chief econo¬ 
mist at Mesirow Financial. 

In contrast, Japan — the 
world’s No. 3 economy 
— shrank at an annual 
pace of 1.6 percent in the 
second quarter. Germa¬ 
ny eked out 0.4 percent 
growth, while the United 
Kingdom expanded at a 
modest 0.7 percent rate. 
France didn't grow at all. 
The U.S. economy will prob¬ 
ably cool slightly in the third 
quarter, but economists still 
expect solid growth that 
should keep fueling jobs 
and spending.

Paul Ashworth, chief U.S. 
economist at Capital 
Economics, projects GDP 
growth of 2.5 percent in 
the current July-September 
quarter. “The economy re¬ 
gained a massive amount 
of momentum in the sec¬ 
ond quarter and all the 
evidence from July's activ¬ 
ity and employment data 
suggests that momentum 
continued into the third 
quarter,” Ashworth said in 
a note to clients. 

Mark Zandi, chief econo¬ 
mist at Moody’s Analytics, 
is forecasting the economy 
to grow around 2.8 percent 
in third quarter and accel¬ 
erate to a 3.5 percent an¬ 
nual rate in the October- 
December period. But he 
said that is based on an ex¬ 
pectation that the recent 
market turbulence will not 
inflict long-lasting damage 
on the economy. 

“My forecast rests on the 
assumption that this is a 
garden variety market cor¬ 
rection, with stock prices 
dropping by 10 percent 
from their recent high," 
Zandi said. “If we get a 
bigger decline of 20 per¬ 
cent, then that will hurt 
consumption and housing, 
and we will not get the job 
growth we are expecting.” 


The revision for second- 
quarter growth was 
broad-based, reflecting 
more robust spending by 
consumers,businesses and 
government. 

Consumer spending grew 
at annual rate of 3.1 per¬ 
cent, up from a 1.8 percent 
growth rate in the first quar¬ 
ter. Business investment in 
structures and equipment 
was revised higher to show 
growth of 3.2 percent in¬ 
stead of a decline. Hous¬ 


ing construction jumped 
7.8 percent, up from an ini¬ 
tial estimate of 6.6 percent 
growth.Businesses spent 
more to restock their store 
shelves as well. 

Also fueling growth were 
strong gains in state and lo¬ 
cal government spending, 
largely due to greater pub¬ 
lic construction outlays. 

U.S. stock markets shot up 
Thursday after the GDP 
report and a strong day 
across global financial mar¬ 


kets. The Dow Jones indus¬ 
trial average closed up 369 
points, following a surge 
Wednesday when stocks 
rallied to snap a six-day los¬ 
ing streak that saw the Dow 
tumble about 1,900 points. 
Before the recent finan¬ 
cial market turmoil, many 
economists had assumed 
that signs of an improving 
U.S. economy would lead 
the Fed to begin raising its 
key short-term rate at its 
Sept. 16-17 meeting.Q 
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Dead migrants found in abandoned truck near Austrian capital

VIENNA (AP) — As regional 
leaders met Thursday to 
tackle Europe’s refugee 
crisis, a gruesome discov¬ 
ery unfolded a short drive 
from the Austrian capital: 
An abandoned truck was 
found with at least 20 — and 
possibly up to 50 — decom¬ 
posing bodies of migrants 
piled inside. 

It was the latest tragedy in 
a year that has seen tens of 
thousands of people risking 
all to seek a better life or 
refuge in wealthy European 
countries. German Chan¬ 
cellor Angela Merkel said 
at the Vienna conference 
she was “shaken by the aw¬ 
ful news,” and summit par¬ 
ticipants held a minute of 
silence. 

“This reminds us that we in 


Europe need to tackle the 
problem quickly and find 
solutions in the spirit of soli¬ 
darity," Merkel said. 
Migrants fearful of death 
at sea in overcrowded 
and flimsy boats as they 
flee turmoil and war in the 
Middle East have increas¬ 
ingly turned to using a land 
route to Europe through the 
Western Balkans. But the dis¬ 
covery of the bodies in the 
truck on the main highway 
connecting Vienna to the 
Hungarian capital of Buda¬ 
pest showed there is no truly 
safe path. 

Thousands cross from 
Greece daily with the 
help of smugglers, aiming 
to reach European Union 
countries like Germany, 
Austria or Sweden and ap¬ 
ply for asylum. The human

sands of dollars per person, 
only to stuff them into trucks 
and vans so tightly that they 
often cannot move — or 
breathe. 

Austrian police declined to 
say what killed those found 
in the truck, pending an in¬ 
vestigation. 

The state of decomposition 
made establishing identities 
and even the exact num¬ 
ber of dead difficult. Senior 


police official Hans Peter 
Doskozil said that “20, 30, 40 
— maybe 50” corpses were 
inside. 

The truck was towed to an 
air-conditioned location 
near the border with Hunga¬ 
ry where authorities would 
open it once temperatures 
had cooled enough to be¬ 
gin removing the bodies, 
said Doskozil, the chief of 
police in Burgenland prov¬ 


ince east of Vienna. 
Autopsies would be con¬ 
ducted in the capital later, 
he said. 

Officials found the driverless 
truck shortly before noon on 
the highway shoulder about 
25 miles (40 kilometers) east 
of Vienna, near the town of 
Parndorf, and they originally 
believed it had mechanical 
trouble, said police spokes¬ 
man Helmut Marban.Q 


Police dismantle Roma camp outside Paris

LA COURNEUVE, France 
(AP) — Police, work¬ 
ing swiftly in the pouring 
rain, cleared out one of 
France's biggest and old¬ 
est Roma camps on Thurs¬ 
day, dismantling a sprawl¬ 
ing network of makeshift 
shelters that housed hun¬ 
dreds of people. 

After the 2'/2-hour-long 
evacuation, some 50 peo¬ 
ple milled about on the 
streets of La Courneuve, 
despite official promises 
that no one would be left 
in the streets. 

Hugues Besancenot, sec¬ 


retary general of the pre¬ 
fecture of the Seine-Saint- 
Denis region northeast of 
Paris, said around 60 preg¬ 
nant women, young chil¬ 
dren and disabled camp 
residents received vouch¬ 
ers for urgent housing. The 
others were given a home¬ 
less shelter hotline. 

About 200 people had 
been living in the camp, 
which sprang up in 2009, 
he said. However, asso¬ 
ciations put the number at 
about 300, noting that not 
all are present year-round. 
“They did nothing for us. 
They said there’s no place 
for me," said Brindus Dan, 


who lived in the camp with 
his wife and three children, 
including a 6-month-old 
baby, for four years. 
Residents had six months 
to prepare for the evacu¬ 
ation since a court or¬ 
dered the camp shut last 
February. Police gave a 
final warning Tuesday, Be¬ 
sancenot said. Riot police 
lined the street leading to 
the camp, blocking the de¬ 
molition of the shantytown 
from the public. About 50 
people, including mothers 
with infants, stood dazed 
and drenched on a near¬ 
by sidewalk, or under the 
awning of a closed cafe.Q

Yemen says no 
talks with rebels 
until Houthis lay 
down arms: AP 

CAIRO (AP) — The Yemeni 
government is not negotiat¬ 
ing with Shiite Houthi rebels 
who control the capital and 
much of the north, and de¬ 
mands that they lay down 
their arms. Foreign Minister 
Riad Yassin said Thursday. 
“The Houthis and (former 
President Ali Abdullah) 
Saleh’s militias must imple¬ 
ment the U.N. resolution 
and surrender their weap¬ 
ons, and only then the 
dialogue and political pro¬ 
cess can begin, with the 
participation of all Yemeni 
parties,” Yassin told report¬ 
ers in Cairo after meeting 
with Arab League Secretary 
General Nabil Elaraby. 
Referring to reports of meet¬ 
ings in the Gulf nation of 
Oman, Yassin described 
them as mere "consulta¬ 
tions" between U.N. envoy 
Ismail Ould Cheikh Ahmed 
and the Houthis, aimed at 
convincing them to imple¬ 
ment a U.N. resolution from 
April.

Syriza hardliners were furi¬ 
ous that Tsipras signed the 
deal with even harsher 
terms than those he had 
vowed to abolish when 
he was elected in Janu¬ 
ary. The deal was ap¬ 
proved with support from 
pro-European opposition 
parties, who now accuse 
him of rushing to call elec¬ 
tions before voters are 
hit by the full force of the 
new tax measures. 

The 41-year-old outgoing 
prime minister has argued 
he was left with no choice 
but to accept European 
creditors' demands, to 
save Greece from de¬ 
faulting on its debts and 
being forced out of the 
euro currency it shares 
with another 18 European 


nations. 

Thanou will appoint a 
Cabinet that will be sworn 
in on Friday, when the 
election date will be for¬ 
mally confirmed.

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Ukraine reaches debt deal with creditors 


MOSCOW (AP) — The 

Ukrainian government said 
Thursday it has reached a 
deal with its international 
bondholders to lighten its 
public debt burden, a cru¬ 
cial move that will help the 
country avoid default as it 
tries to cope with the dev¬ 
astating costs of war. 

As part of the deal, investors 
who own Ukraine’s bonds 
will write off 20 percent of 
their holdings, shrinking $19 
billion in sovereign debt to 
$15.5 billion, Prime Minister 
Arseniy Yatsenyuk told the 
government. The deal will 
also extend the payment 
period on the govern¬ 
ment bonds by four years 
through 2027. Payments 
on the bonds will depend 
on the growth rate of the 


economy, which has been 
battered by a separatist 
war in the east. Ukraine will 
pay nothing on its bonds 
if its economy grows less 
than 3 percent annually. 
The debt relief is part of a 
broader financial support 
program agreed on with 
the International Monetary 
Fund. The IMF announced 
in February it would raise 
some $40 billion for Ukraine. 
About $15.5 billion of that 
amounts to new loans from 
the IMF, with smaller sums 
from other sources. More 
than a third of the total is 
meant to be unlocked by 
the renegotiations of debt. 
Earlier this month, the IMF 
gave Ukraine a passing 
grade on its efforts to re¬ 
form its economy and 


political system but it has 
insisted on the need to 
agree on the debt relief 
with private sector bond¬ 
holders. 

“I am very pleased with 
today’s announcement,” 
said Christine Lagarde, the 
managing director of the 
IMF. “The agreement will 
help restore debt sustain¬ 
ability and — together with 
the authorities’ policy re¬ 
form efforts — will substan¬ 
tively meet the objectives 
set under the IMF-support¬ 
ed program.”

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Jewish settlers take over homes in Arab part of Jerusalem

JERUSALEM (AP) — Ultra¬ 
nationalist Israelis took over 
a four-story building in the 
heart of an Arab neighbor¬ 
hood in east Jerusalem on 
Thursday, raising fears of 
fresh violence in the tense 
area. 

A small group of activists 
from the Ateret Cohanim 
settler organization moved 
into the rundown white 
stone building. It was the 
latest in a wave of settler 
advances since national¬ 
ist Jews began buying up 
properties in densely popu¬ 
lated Palestinian areas two 
decades ago. 

The building is located in 
Silwan, a rundown neigh¬ 
borhood that is home to 
several hundred Jewish 
residents and some 50,000 
Palestinians. Israeli soldiers 
were guarding the latest 
wave of settlers. 

“I have 11 people inside the 
house, where should I go?" 
said Jawaf Abu Sneineh, 


the only Palestinian resi¬ 
dent who has still refused 
to vacate the building. He 
said he already paid the 
year’s rent. 

Abu Sneineh said his chil¬ 
dren were afraid of the 
Jewish settlers suddenly liv¬ 
ing above them. 

Israel captured east Jeru¬ 
salem, along with the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip, in the 
1967 Mideast war. 

It subsequently annexed 
east Jerusalem in a move 
that is not internationally 
recognized. The Palestin¬ 
ians claim east Jerusalem 
as the capital of a future 
state. East Jerusalem, par¬ 
ticularly the Old City and its 
sensitive holy sites, is often 
a flashpoint of violence. 
Silwan is adjacent to the 
Old City, and Israel has 
developed an area there 
called the City of David, 
where Jewish tradition 
holds that King David es¬ 
tablished Jerusalem as Ju¬

Thai court issues warrants for 
suspect in second bomb blast 


BANGKOK (AP) — A Thai 
court on Thursday issued 
an arrest warrant for an un¬ 
named suspect in a river¬ 
side blast that occurred a 
day after the bombing of 
a shrine in central Bangkok 
which killed 20 people. 
Police spokesman Prawut 
Thawornsiri said the suspect 
appeared in a security vid¬ 
eo that shows a blurry im¬ 
age of an unidentified man 
in a blue shirt kicking a bag 
into the water near a busy 
pier on the night of Aug. 17, 
soon after the explosion at 
the Erawan Shrine. 

An explosion took place 
near the spot about 18 
hours later on Aug. 18, but 
caused no casualties. 

The blast at the Erawan 
Shrine was unprecedented 


in the Thai capital, where 
smaller bombs have been 
employed in domestic po¬ 
litical violence over the 
past decade, but not in an 
effort to cause large-scale 
casualties. 

Police have not deter¬ 
mined a clear motive for 
the shrine bombing, which 
injured more than 120 peo¬ 
ple in addition to the 20 
fatalities. Possible suspects 
include Muslim separat¬ 
ists from southern Thailand, 
parties seeking to avenge 
the forced repatriation of 
ethnic 

Uighurs to China by the 
Thai government, oppo¬ 
nents of Thailand’s military 
government and feuding 
factions within the security 
services. □

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Chilean truck drivers reach capital to protest arson attacks

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 

Chilean authorities on 
Thursday allowed truck 
drivers blocking roads out¬ 
side Santiago to reach the 
capital, ceding to their de¬ 
sire to protest against ar¬ 
son attacks by indigenous 
rights militants. The drivers 
had traveled hundreds of 
miles (kilometers) from the 
south-central Araucania 
region and hoped to reach 


the presidential palace 
in Santiago. But for hours 
authorities denied them 
access on Thursday. They 
have been towing vehicles 
they say were torched by 
Mapuche radical groups 
who are demanding a re¬ 
turn of their ancestral lands 
and autonomous rule. 

“I recognize that the state 
has failed in the past when 
for a long time — and way 
before this government 
— many of these acts re¬ 


mained unpunished,” In¬ 
terior Minister Jorge Bur¬ 
gos said, adding that he’s 
willing to meet with the 
truckers and hear their de¬ 
mands. Violence in the Ma¬ 
puche struggle escalated 
in 2013 with a string of ar¬ 
son attacks, including one 
in which Jorge Luchsinger's 
parents died defending 
their property from hood¬ 
ed trespassers. On Thurs¬ 
day, Luchsinger reached 
a plaza in front of the presi¬ 


dential palace waving a 
burned flag found at the 
charred remains of his fam¬ 
ily’s home. “Government, 
let the truckers show their 
burned trucks in an orga¬ 
nized way, their agricul¬ 
tural machinery, because 
we can't bring our burned 
homes, we can’t bring 
all the things that they’ve 
burned,” Luchsinger said 
as Mapuche Indians and 
drivers’ supporters clashed 
in front of the presidential 


palace. 

A Mapuche indigenous 
healer was sentenced last 
year to 18 years in prison for 
the arson killings, a crime 
that prompted a national 
debate about the Chilean 
state's inability to manage 
violent disputes over an¬ 
cestral indigenous lands. 
The Mapuche, which 
means “people of the 
earth” in their Mapudun- 
gun tongue, are Chile’s 
largest indigenous group.Q 


Guatemalan prosecutors urge president to resign amid scandal

Pressure grew Thursday 
on Guatemalan President 
Otto Perez Molina to re¬ 
sign as business and gov¬ 
ernment offices closed, 
protesters marched by the 
thousands and the attorney 
general's office urged him 
to step down “to prevent 
ungovernability that could 
destabilize the nation.” The 
government comptrollers’ 
office also issued a state¬ 
ment saying Perez Molina, 
whose administration has 
been shaken by corruption 
scandals, should resign “to 
avoid greater social unrest 
that could have unpredict¬ 
able consequences.” 

Even Guatemala's national 
Council of Bishops issued a 
statement saying “we be¬ 
lieve the president should 
reconsider his decision not 
to resign ... we fear that 
his current position could 
cause more polarization 
and conflict in the coun¬ 
try." 

Guatemala's congress 
named a commission of 
five legislators on Thursday 


to consider whether to re¬ 
move the president's im¬ 
munity from prosecution, a 
process somewhat like im¬ 
peachment. But only one 
member of the commission 
was from the opposition, 
and a previous effort in 
congress failed. 


Perez Molina, who could 
also face charges in a cus¬ 
toms fraud scheme, has 
not spoken publicly since 
Sunday, when he denied 
any involvement and said 
emphatically that he would 
not resign. But his former 
defense and interior minis-

ters, who recently resigned 
from his cabinet, both 
left Guatemala between 
Wednesday and Thursday, 
the country’s immigration 
service confirmed. 
Thousands of protesters 
marched in the capital fol¬

tors who want the president 
to resign and the Sept. 6 
presidential elections to be 
postponed. 

Guatemala City’s main 
square was a sea of blue- 
and-white national flags 
and white-clad protesters 
who chanted “Otto out!" 
The demonstrations drew 
a broad range of Guate¬ 
malans, from impoverished 
Indians to the country’s up¬ 
per-middle class. 

“We usually don’t go to 
protests, because of fear, 
but now this is sending a 
message of hope and an 
opportunity to educate our 
children, politically,” said 
Mario Ovalle, 48, a lawyer 
who attended the march 
with his daughters, aged 9 
and 12. “The exciting thing 
is that this has brought to¬ 
gether all classes of society, 
with a common objective.” 
The marches included one 
by college students, and 
Eduardo Valdes, the rec¬ 
tor of the Jesuit Rafael 
Landivar University, said 
“the corruption ... has be¬ 
come unbearable for the 
people."□ 


Mexico replaces security chief and foreign relations head 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — Mexi¬ 
can President Enrique Pena 
Nieto replaced the coun¬ 
try's national security chief 
on Thursday, 1 Vi months 
after top drug lord Joa¬ 
quin “El Chapo” Guzman 
escaped from a maximum 
security prison. 

Pena Nieto did not men¬ 
tion the escape Thursday 
when he announced that 
National Security Commis¬ 


sion head Monte Alejan¬ 
dro Rubido was leaving the 
Cabinet. 

His replacement is Renato 
Sales, the current head of 
the anti-kidnapping com¬ 
mission. 

Guzman's July 11 escape 
proved a major embarrass¬ 
ment to the government. 
Several prison authorities 
were fired and three guards 
are on trial for allegedly 


helping Guzman escape. 
Rubido also faced stiff 
questioning over the lop¬ 
sided death toll in a federal 
police shootout with drug 
suspects in May in which 42 
suspects and one police¬ 
man were killed. 

Pena Nieto also named cur¬ 
rent foreign relations sec¬ 
retary Antonio Meade as 
the head of the social de¬ 
velopment department, in 


charge of Mexico’s stalled 
effort to reduce poverty. 
The former social develop¬ 
ment head, Rosario Robles, 
will take over as head of 
urban and rural develop¬ 
ment from former attor¬ 
ney general Jesus Murillo 
Karam, who is leaving the 
cabinet 

Current tourism secretary 
Claudia Ruiz Massieu will 
take over the country’s top 


diplomatic post. 

Changes were also made 
in the Cabinet-level posts in 
education, agriculture and 
the environment depart¬ 
ments.

Jordan Spieth

EDISON, N.J. (AP) — The 

start of the FedEx Cup play¬ 
offs brought out the worst 
score from Jordan Spieth in 
three months. 

In his first tournament as No. 
1 in the world, Spieth had a 
pair of three-putt bogeys, 
hit a tee shot in the water, 
shot 40 on his back nine 
and wound up with a 74 in 
the opening round of The 
Barclays. It was his high¬ 
est score since a 75 in The 
Players Championship, the 
last time he missed a cut. 
“Just lot a little bit of focus,”

three finishes this year, he is 
No. 1 in the FedEx Cup and 
virtually assured of getting 
to the finale at East Lake 
with a clear shot at the $10 
million bonus. He can af¬ 
ford an off week or three. 
He just didn’t like it. 

Playing alongside Watson 
and Jason Day — the top 
three in the FedEx Cup — 
Spieth didn’t miss a fairway 
on the back nine and was 
2 under at the turn, three 
shots behind Watson. From 
the fairway on No. 1 to a 
back pin, he got too ag¬ 
gressive and went over the 
green, leading to bogey. 
Facing a 20-foot birdie putt 
on the next hole, he left in 
woefully short and backed 
off the par putt twice be¬ 
fore missing it. And then he 
put his next shot in the wa¬ 
ter. 

The round ended with an¬ 


other three-putt bogey. 
Spieth could lose the No. 
1 ranking to Rory Mcllroy, 


who is not playing this week 
as a precaution coming off 
an ankle injury. The next 
step is to make sure Spieth 
is around for the weekend 
at Plainfield Country Club. 
“Do what I’ve done best — 
bounce back,” he said. “I 
come back strong tomor¬ 
row. I'm not a big fan of 
the course. It doesn't fit me 
very well particularly, but 
I’ve also won on courses 
that I didn’t think fit me very 
well. 

So I know I can still shoot a 
low round if I hit the shots 
that I need to hit, that I’m 
trying to hit. 

“Typically when I hit the fair¬ 
ways, I'm not over par,” he 
said. “And that's what was 
weird about the round.” 
Watson wasn’t hitting all 
the fairways, but at times 
that was to his advantage. 
The greens are pitched in 
such a way that shots have 
to carry to the hole, allow¬ 
ing for spin to make sure 
the ball is below the hole. 
That's what caused Spieth 
problems at No. 1, and on 
the back nine when a sand 
wedge from the fairway 
spun back 35 feet. 

From the rough, Watson 
was able to land short of

the flag and have it roll up 
toward the hole. That set 
up ample birdies. 

The course doesn’t suit Wat¬ 
son, either, mainly because 
of the number of blind 
shots. He likes to see where 
the ball is supposed to land 
on fairways and greens. But 
he managed just find and 
opened strong on a course 
where four years ago he 
missed the cut. 

The best starts, however, 
belonged to the likes of 
Levin, Villegas and Jason 
Dufner, all of whom are 
outside the top 100 and try¬ 
ing to advance. 

Day joined Phil Mickelson 
and Rickie Fowler in the 
group at 68. 

Day pulled out of the pro- 
am Wednesday after 
tweaking his back. Oddly 
enough, he had wanted 
an MRI on his back before 
the playoffs to make sure 
everything was in order.

BEIJING (AP) — Only when 
the running stopped and 
the picture-taking began 
did Usain Bolt finally meet 
his match. 

Bolt blew past Justin Gatlin 
and everyone else Thurs¬ 
day night in the 200 meters 
to win his 10th career gold 
medal at the world cham¬ 
pionships. 

What finally upended the 
6-foot-5 Jamaican was 
a multitasking camera¬ 
man riding a two-wheeled 
scooter while videotap¬ 
ing Bolt’s victory lap. The 
scooter ran over the out¬ 
cropping of a metal rail¬ 
ing bolted to the edge of 
the track and bobbled off 
course — then slammed 
into the back of the fastest 
two legs on the planet. 
Bolt's legs came out from 
under him and he went 
down hard and landed on 
his backside. 

Then, smooth as silk, he 
somersaulted backward 
onto his feet, jogged a few 
steps, and reached down 
to make sure his left leg 
was OK. 

He was no worse for wear 
— reporting just a few 
scrapes — buf figured he’d 
try to make the evening at 
least a little more interest¬ 
ing. 

“The rumor I’m trying to 
start right now is that Jus¬ 
tin Gatlin paid him off,” 
Bolt said, while sitting next 
to Gatlin in the medalists’ 
news conference. 

Gatlin's response: “I want 
my money back. He didn’t 
complete the job.” 

Indeed, it may take more 
than just a motivated op¬ 
ponent to finish off Bolf, 


who now has five gold 
medals af the Bird’s Nest, 
including the three he took 
at the 2008 Beijing Olym¬ 
pics when he set world re¬ 
cords in the 100, 200 and 
4x100 relay. 

The split-second scare with 
the scooter provided what 
Bolt's season-best 19.55 
seconds on the track did 
not. 

Namely, drama. 

This was billed as the sec¬ 
ond round of the Bolt vs. 
Gatlin series that produced 
the champion’s grittiest win 
four nighfs earlier. Bolt’s 
.01-second victory in the 
100 came despite a year's 
worth of injuries and off- 
form running fhaf contin¬ 
ued all the way through the 
semifinals. 

Like most sequels. Part II 


didn’t live up to the origi¬ 
nal. 

Running out of Lane 6, Bolt 
got off to a good start and 
worked smoothly into the 
curve, making up the lag 
to the runners to his outside 
and gathering steam as he 
headed into the turn. 

Leading at the halfway 
point, he opened a three- 
body-length lead over 
Gatlin early in the stretch, 
and the last 50 meters were 
simply for showing off. 

Bolt coasted in and still won 
by .19 seconds. 

The winner used his thumbs 
to point at himself as he 
crossed the finish line and 
flashed his index finger: 
He's No. 1 — jusf in case 
anyone had any doubfs. 
“Whaf I really celebrated 
was, Justin Gatlin said ear¬ 


lier in the week that he was 
going to bring out some¬ 
thing special for the 200 
meters,” Bolt said. “I was 
like, ‘You don't talk about 
my 200 meters like that.’” 
Gatlin came into world 
championships dominating 
the sprints while Bolt was 
stuck on the sideline. 

The American was a favor¬ 
ite in the 100 meters, and 
Bolt took umbrage to the 
idea that Gatlin’s stumble 
over the last 15 meters 
gave that race away. 
“Disrespectful,” Bolt called 
that notion. “I came out 
here and got it done.” 
Once the 200-meter heats 
began. Bolt started get¬ 
ting stronger and Gatlin, by 
his own admission, started 
feeling tired. 

“I’ve beaten him once 


before, and I hope to do 
it again,” Gatlin said of 
a .01-second victory at 
a meet in Rome in 2013. 
“He’s such a showman. 
You've got to give it to the 
guy for staying at the level 
he stays at. That's hard to 
do.” 

Gatlin’s silver added to 
gold medals won by two 
Americans — Christian Tay¬ 
lor in the triple jump and Al- 
lyson Felix in the 400. Anita 
Wlodarczyk of Poland won 
the women's hammer 
throw with a champion- 
ship-record toss of 80.85 
meters. 

When Felix crossed the line, 
she tied Bolt for the most 
gold medals at the world 
championships with nine. 
That lasted all of about 10 
minutes — until Bolt took 
No. 10 in the night's final 
race. 

Both sprinters are point¬ 
ing toward Rio de Janeiro, 
where the Olympics are 
only 343 days away. 
Something to think about: 
Bolt guessed if he’d pushed 
hard through the line Thurs¬ 
day night, he could have 
finished in the low 19.3s. 
He first got there at the 
2008 Olympics, where he 
ran 19.30 to break Michael 
Johnson’s 12-year-old 
world record. Bolt has since 
improved that to 19.19. 
“But one of my goals is to 
run under 19 seconds,” he 
said. “So if I want to run 
that, I have to really push 
myself nexf season." 

For fhe short term, his goal 
is to grab another gold in 
the 4x100 relay on Satur¬ 
day — then get out of Bei¬ 
jing unscathed. 

Not always as easy as it 
may seem. □

The world No. 1 men's play¬ 
er has worked on children’s 
issues for UNICEF in his na¬ 
tive Serbia since 2011. UNI¬ 
CEF has now appointed 
him a global goodwill am¬ 
bassador. 

UNICEF Deputy Executive 
Director Yoka Brandt said 
Wednesday Djokovic’s 
new job recognized his 
work in Serbia to improve 
the lives, particularly of 
marginalized children, and 
to promote early child¬ 
hood education. 

“Novak Djokovic is a true 
champion for children 
around the world,” she 
said. “He has shown that a 
powerful voice and pow¬ 
erful actions can make 
a difference for children, 
especially when they are 
very young." 

Djokovic grew up in Serbia 
during the Balkan wars and 
became a top tennis play¬ 
er there. He has gone on 
to win nine tennis majors 
and is considered one of

the sport’s all-time greatest 
players. He is a favorite to 
win New York’s U.S. Open, 
which begins next week.

“When well nurtured and 
cared for in their earliest 
years, children are more 
likely to survive, to grow in 
a healthy way ... and be¬ 
come productive and suc¬ 
cessful citizens of society.” 
Djokovic joins a VIP list of 
UNICEF goodwill ambassa¬ 
dors that has included en¬ 
tertainers Danny Kaye, Au¬ 
drey Hepburn, Katy Perry, 
Sir Roger Moore and Shaki- 
ra, soccer star David Beck¬ 
ham and women’s tennis

NEW YORK (AP) — Serena 
Williams could face Maria 
Sharapova for her second 
straight major semifinal 
as she seeks to complete 
the Grand Slam at the U.S. 
Open. 

Thursday’s draw filled the 
top-ranked Williams’ quar¬ 
ter of the bracket with 
Americans, nine in all. 

In the third round, Williams 
could face 29th-seeded 
Sloane Stephens, who 
beat her in the 2013 Aus¬ 
tralian Open and is com¬ 


ing off her first WTA title in 
Washington this month. 
Another up-and-coming 
U.S. player, 19th-seeded 
Madison Keys, could await 
in the fourth round. 

And in the quarterfinals, 
one potential opponent is 
her sister, 23rd-seeded Ve¬ 
nus Williams. Another possi¬ 
ble quarterfinal foe is 12th- 
seeded Swiss teen Belinda 
Bencic, who recently upset 
Williams in Toronto en route 
to a breakthrough title. 
Williams is seeking to com¬ 
plete the first Grand Slam 
since Steffi Graf in 1988. 
She beaf Sharapova in fhe 
semifinals of Wimbledon 
for her 17fh straight victo¬ 
ry over the Russian on the 
way to her second “Serena 
Slam” — four major cham¬ 
pionships in a row, but just 
not in the same year. 
Second-seeded Simona 
Halep and fourth-seeded 
Caroline Wozniacki, who 
lost to Williams in last year’s 


U.S. Open final, are in the 
other half of the draw. 

On the men's side, second- 
seeded Roger Federer and 
No. 3 Andy Murray could 
meet in one semifinal, 
with No. 1 Novak Djokovic 
and No. 4 Kei Nishikori, last 
year's runner-up, in the 
other. 

Djokovic could face Ra¬ 
fael Nadal, who's seeded 
jusf eighth, in the quarter¬ 
finals. Nadal has a tough 
first-round match against 
fast-rising 18-year-old Bor- 
na Coric of Croatia, who 
just missed out on a seed 
with a ranking of 35th in the 
world and last year won 
their only head-to-head 
meeting. 

Murray has an intriguing 
opening match with an¬ 
other young player who 
just missed out on a seed, 
37th-ranked Nick Kyrgios. 
The 20-year-old Australian 
comes into the U.S. Open 
with controversy swirling 
around him, facing a provi¬ 
sional suspension from the 
ATP for comments made to 
Stan Wawrinka in Montreal. 
During their match Aug. 12, 
a courtside microphone 
picked up Kyrgios saying 
that fellow Australian Tha- 
nasi Kokkinakis had slept 
with a player who report¬ 
edly is now Wawrinka’s girl¬ 
friend. 

Kyrgios has given Murray 
little trouble on the court, 
losing in straight sets in 
this year’s Australian and 
French Opens. 

Nishikori could face de¬ 
fending champ Marin Cilic, 
who’s seeded ninth, in the 
quarters in a rematch of 
lasf year's final.Q

The Associated Press 
DETROIT (AP) — Justin Ver¬ 
lander lost a bid for his third 
no-hitter when Chris lan- 
netta lined a leadoff dou¬ 
ble in the ninth inning that 
landed on the left-field line, 
and the Detroit Tigers beat 
the Los Angeles Angels 5-0 
Wednesday night. 

Trying to become the sixth 
major leaguer to throw 
three no-hitters, Verlander 
settled instead for a one-hit 
shutout. 

He was an inch away from 
so much more, 
lannetta's shot, just barely 
fair, kicked up chalk and 
rolled into the left-field cor¬ 
ner. Verlander attempted 
to will it foul with body Eng¬ 
lish, then arched his back 
in disappointment after the 
ball hit right on the line. 
Verlander (2-6) retired the 
next three batters to fin¬ 
ish his seventh career shut¬ 
out and first since May 18, 
2012, against Pittsburgh. 
The right-hander struck out 
nine and walked two in his 
first win since July 29. 

He faced only 28 hit¬ 
ters — one more than the 
minimum — after inducing 
double plays following both 
walks. 

ASTROS 6, YANKEES 2 
NEW YORK (AP) — Evan 
Gattis hit two home runs, 
Collin McHugh excelled 
once again and the Hous¬ 
ton Astros exceeded last 
season’s win total, beating 
the New York Yankees. 

The AL West leaders im¬ 
proved to 71-57, a year 
after going 70-92. With 34 
games left on the sched¬ 
ule, the Astros already have 
achieved their best season 


since 2010. 

The Yankees have lost five 
of seven, a slide thaf’s cosf 
them first place in the AL 
East. 

McHugh (14-7) kept up a 
recent run of ace pitch¬ 
ing, both for himself and 
the team with the top ERA 
in the league. Houston has 
won seven of nine, not per¬ 
mitting more than two runs 
in any game. 

McHugh shut out the Yan¬ 
kees until Didi Gregorius 
hit a two-run homer in the 
seventh. He outpitched Mi¬ 
chael Pineda (9-8) for the 
second time this year, and 
has allowed just seven runs 
in his last five starts. 

BLUE JAYS 12, RANGERS 4 
ARLINGTON, Texas (AP) — 
Edwin Encarnacion hit a 
grand slam to extend his 
hitting streak to 21 games, 
helping David Price get a 
win on his 30th birthday in 
Toronto's victory against 
Texas. 

Encarnacion sent his 26th 
homer into the Blue Jays’ 
bullpen in left-center after 
Kevin Pillar opened a six-run 
sixth inning with a long ball 
that chased starter Colby 
Lewis (14-6). 

Lewis issued four of a sea¬ 
son-high 11 walks by Rang¬ 
ers pitchers. 

Pitching on his birthday 
for the first time in the ma¬ 
jors, Price (13-4) threw five 
scoreless innings after al¬ 
lowing Adrian Beltre’s two- 
run homer in the first. 

The AL East-leading Blue 
Jays won their fifth straight, 
while the Rangers dropped 
a half-game behind Minne¬ 
sota in the race for the sec¬ 
ond AL wild card. 


Jose Bautista walked four 
times and scored twice as 
Toronto went two games 
up in the division on the 
New York Yankees. The As¬ 
tros moved 5 1/2 games 
ahead of Texas atop the AL 
West.

Ex-NBA star Darryl Dawkins, aka ‘Chocolate Thunder' has died

Darryl Dawkins, whose 
board-shattering dunks 
earned him the moniker 
“Chocolate Thunder" and 
helped pave the way for 
breakaway rims, has died. 
He was 58. 

The Lehigh County, Penn¬ 
sylvania coroner's office 
said Dawkins died Thurs¬ 
day morning at a hospital. 
Later Thursday, Dawkins’ 
family said a heart attack 
was the cause of death. 
Officials said an autopsy 
was scheduled for Friday. 
“Darryl touched the hearts 
and spirits of so many with 
his big smile and person¬ 
ality, ferocious dunks, but 
more than anything, his 
huge, loving heart,” his 


family said in a statement. 
“His family, wife Janice, 
children Dara, Tabitha, 
Nicholas and Alexis, along 
with countless family, 
friends, and fans, all mourn 
his loss. More than anything 
Darryl accomplished in his 


basketball career as the in¬ 
imitable ‘Chocolate Thun¬ 
der,’ he was most proud of 
his role and responsibility as 
a husband and father.” 
Dawkins spent parts of 14 
seasons in the NBA with 
Philadelphia, New Jersey, 


Utah and Detroit. He aver¬ 
aged 12 points and 6.1 re¬ 
bounds in 726 career regu¬ 
lar-season games. 

“A great man, entertainer, 
athlete and ferocious dunk- 
er," former NBA guard Kev¬ 
in Johnson wrote on Twit¬ 
ter. “He will be missed but 
not forgotten.” 

He was selected No. 5 
in the 1975 NBA draft by 
the 76ers. His “Chocolate 
Thunder” nickname, he of¬ 
ten said, was given to him 
by legendary singer Stevie 
Wonder — who is blind. 
“People don't want to 
believe it. ... A guy who 
never saw me gave me 
the name Chocolate Thun¬ 
der,” Dawkins said in a 
2012 interview. 


Tributes poured in quickly 
from across the league, in¬ 
cluding from the 76ers. 
“Simply put, Darryl Dawkins 
was beloved-by his family, 
friends, former teammates 
and his fans all over the 
globe,” 76ers CEO Scott 
O’Neil said. “His endear¬ 
ing charm, infectious smile 
and unparalleled sense of 
humor will be sorely missed. 
‘Chocolate Thunder’ will al¬ 
ways have a special place 
in our hearts. His family is in 
our thoughts and prayers." 
Dawkins was as revered off 
the court as he was on it. 
He remained enormously 
popular after his playing 
days were done, even dur¬ 
ing his stint as a member of 
the Harlem Globetrotters. □ 
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Review: New phones, tablets keep Samsung at Android helm

NEW YORK (AP) — Sam¬ 
sung’s new smartphones 
and tablets might not of¬ 
fer enough to entice cur¬ 
rent iPhone and iPad users 
to switch, but they keep 
Samsung at the head of 
the class among Android 
gadget makers. 

The new Galaxy devices 
come weeks before com¬ 
parable updates from 
Apple are expected. In 
a sense, if Samsung can’t 
beat the competition in 
sales, it can at least beat it 
to store shelves. 

Samsung has been facing 
competition not just from 
Apple but also from An¬ 
droid manufacturers such 
as Motorola and Xiaomi, 
which offer good-enough 
features while keeping 
prices low. Consumers will 
have to decide whether 
the premium features in 
the latest Samsung devic¬ 
es will be worth the premi¬ 
um price tags. 

The Galaxy S6 Edge Plus 
and Note 5 phones arrived 
last week, while the Gal¬ 
axy Tab S2 tablets come 
out next Thursday. 

Here’s a closer look at the 
devices: 

JUMBO SMARTPHONES 
Samsung pioneered jum¬ 
bo phones with the origi¬ 
nal Note in 2011, but lost 
its edge after Apple came 
out with its own, the iPhone 
6 Plus. Samsung’s new 5.7- 
inch phones seek to re¬ 
store some of that edge. 
Of the two, the Edge Plus 
is likely to appeal to more 
people. The screen’s 
left and right edges are 
curved like a waterfall and 
blend into the phone’s 
aluminum casing. You get 
a better grip and a more 
immersive viewing experi¬ 
ence, even from an angle. 
As with the smaller S6 Edge 
phone from this spring, you 
can access frequent con¬ 
tacts and have the edge 
light up in a different col¬ 
or, depending on who’s 
calling. With your phone 
face down, you know 
whether the caller’s impor¬ 
tant enough to interrupt 
a meeting. The Edge Plus 
model adds quick access 
to frequently used apps. 


The side screen also dis¬ 
plays headlines and clock 
functions. 

The Note 5 model comes 
with a regular, flat screen 
and is notable mostly for 
its stylus. It will appeal pri¬ 
marily to professionals who 
do a lot of note-taking and 
messaging. You can write 
instead of type an e-mail 
or reminder. Software con¬ 
verts the handwriting — 
even my chicken scratch 
— into computerized text. 
You can jot down a note 
even with the screen off, 
so you don’t lose your train 
of thought in turning on 
the phone and opening 
an app first. You can also 
annotate documents and 
Web pages to share with 
others. 

Both phones have great 
screens with vivid colors, 
though colors sometimes 
look unnatural. Faces ap¬ 
pear too orange at times, 
for instance. The cam¬ 
eras are excellent, but 
have color challenges, 
too. Grass at a baseball 
game appeared yellowish 
rather than green. On the 
other hand, many people 
want photos to look stun¬ 
ning rather than accurate, 
judging by the popularity 
of Insfagram filters that do 
just that. 

The phones have great 
battery life — 13 to 15 hours 
of Hulu video, while the in¬ 
cluded wall charger gets 
you a quarter charge in 15 
minutes and more than 85 


percent in an hour. 

The new phones borrow a 
number of features from 
the iPhone. They use metal 
and glass just like the latest 
iPhones, while earlier Sam¬ 
sung phones used plastic. 
And like the latest iPhones, 
Samsung phones will be 
capable of making card 
payments by tapping a 
store’s payment terminal. 
Samsung Pay will debut 
next month. 

So why don't I believe 
these new phones will 
entice iPhone users to 
switch? Being just as good 
isn’t enough. They need 
to be much better, given 
that switching means buy¬ 
ing new apps and learning 
new ways to do things. The 
pen and the edge screen 
help, but they won’t ap¬ 
peal to everyone. 

Samsung has a better 
chance at luring back 
some Android users — at 
least those willing to pay 
$696 to $740 for the Note 
5 and about $75 more for 
fhe Edge. Decent Android 
phones are available for a 
few hundred dollars less — 
without the pen or edge 
screen features. 

NEW TABLETS 

Compared with the origi¬ 
nal Tab S, the Tab S2 
update sheds bulk and 
weight, akin to what Ap¬ 
ple has done with the full- 
size iPad Air and Air 2. But 
Samsung also scaled back 
on some features to make 


that happen. 

The $500 full-size model is 
now 9.7 inches rather than 
10.5 inches, while the $400 


mini version is 8 inches in¬ 
stead of 8.4 inches. Sam¬ 
sung also dropped the 
camera flash, something 
rare in tablets to begin 
with. Battery capacity is re¬ 
duced, though you don’t 
need as much power to 
light up a smaller screen. 
In any case, the 12 to 14 
hours promised for video 
should be enough for 
most flights or evenings at 
home. 

As with the Samsung 
phones and the original 
Tab S, the new tablets use 
Amoled screen technolo¬ 
gy for vivid colors. This type 
of screen is rare for tablets 
because it’s expensive 
to produce at such sizes. 
Colors are amazing when 
watching streaming video, 
as long as you overlook 
the occasional unnatu¬ 
ral tone. One excellent 
change: The dimensions 
are now 4:3. □

Those are the 
average number of daily 
users, counted over a 30- 
day period. Facebook 
had 968 million daily ac¬ 
tive users in June. 

Overall, Facebook has 
nearly 1.5 billion users 
who log in at least once 
a month. It hit the 1 bil¬ 
lion user milestone in Oc¬ 
tober 2012. Most people 
on Facebook live outside 
the U.S. and Canada.Q

Wall Street sharply higher as Chinese market surges

Investors were in a buying 
mood again on Thursday, 
driving U.S. stocks higher 
for the second straight day 
as they took advantage of 
this month's heavy sell-off. 
The rally came a day after 
the stock market delivered 


its biggest gain in almost 
four years, ending a steep 
six-day slump that was trig¬ 
gered by concerns about 
the health of the Chinese 
economy. 

Energy stocks surged as 
the price of U.S. oil jumped 
more than 10 percent, clos¬ 
ing back above $40 a bar¬ 
rel. 

Investors were encour¬ 
aged by a rebound in the 
Chinese stock market as 
the nation’s main index

soared more than 10 per¬ 
cent Thursday, its biggest 
one-day gain since March 
2009, lifted by resurgent 
global stock markets and 
a report showing the U.S. 
economy grew faster than 
previously reported in the 
second quarter. 

U.S. oil rose $3.96, or 10.3 
percent, to $42.56 in New 
York. That is the biggest 
gain since March 12, 2009, 


logged its biggest gain in 
eight weeks. They also wel¬ 
comed a report indicat¬ 
ing that the U.S. economy 
expanded in the second 
quarter at a much faster 
pace than previously esti¬ 
mated.

Oil jumps 10% for biggest 


one-day gain since 2009 
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Freeport-McMoRan cuts more spending; Icahn discloses stake 


PHOENIX (AP) — Activist in¬ 
vestor Carl Icahn said late 
Thursday that he has tak¬ 
en an 8.5-percent stake in 
Freeport-McMoRan, 
just hours after the mining 
company announced cost 
cuts and lower spending in 
response to declining cop¬ 
per prices and soft eco¬ 
nomic conditions world¬ 
wide. 

Shares of the Phoenix com¬ 
pany surged 29 percent to 
$10.19 after it announced 
the spending reductions, 


although the stock is still 
down 72 percent in the 
past year. On Wednesday 
it reached its lowest price 
in 12 years. 

After Icahn disclosed his 
stake, the stock gained an¬ 
other 19 percent in extend¬ 
ed trading, to $12.15. 

Icahn said he wanted to 
discuss cuts to Freeport's 
operations and capital 
spending, 

and might seek representa¬ 
tion on the board. Accord¬ 
ing to FactSet, Icahn is now 


Freeport-McMoRan's larg¬ 
est shareholder. 

In a form filed with the Se¬ 
curities and Exchange 
Commission, Icahn said he 
had not started talks with 
Freeport-McMoRan as of 
Wednesday. 

The filing said Icahn wants 
to talk to management 
about its capital spending, 
executive compensation 
practices, capital structure, 
and discuss curtailing its 
high-cost production oper¬ 
ations. He disclosed owner¬ 


ship of 88 million shares. 
Freeport said it maintains 
an open dialogue with 
its shareholders and wel¬ 
comes their input. It point¬ 
ed to spending cuts it has 
already announced. 
Third-quarter copper prices 
are approaching a six-year 
low, the company said 
Thursday, 

and oil prices are at their 
lowest levels in six years. 
Before the market opened, 
Freeport-McMoRan said it 
will reduce copper sales by 


about 150 million pounds 
per year in 2016 and 2017 
and cut 2016 unit site pro¬ 
duction by 20 percent. 

It also plans to slash 2016 
minerals exploration costs 
from $100 million to $50 mil¬ 
lion. 

It also plans to cut about 10 
percent of employees and 
contractors at U.S. mining 
operations. 

Earlier this month, the com¬ 
pany said it would cut back 
on spending by its oil and 
gas business.^

NEW YORK (AP) — Sprint is 
offering DirecTV customers 
one free year of cellphone 
service in a bold move 
aimed at the satellite TV 
company's new owner, 
AT&T. AT&T, which bought 
DirecTV for $48.5 billion in 
July, has been promoting 
a bundle that knocks $10 
a month off a combined 
bill for video and wireless 
phone service. For a single 
line, the value of Sprint's 
promotion is about $50 a 
month. It’s Sprint's way of 
offering DirecTV customers 
a bundle without actually 
owning a video company. 
Sprint, which is in the midst 
of a turnaround effort, has 
been making a range of 
promotional offers to lure 
customers. But so far, the 
Overland Park, Kansas, 
company hasn't been 
as successful as T-Mobile, 
which went through its own 
turnaround. 


T-Mobile is now the No. 3 
wireless carrier in the U.S. 
after surpassing Sprint this 
year. In the April-June 
quarter, Sprint lost 12,000 
customers in “postpaid” 
phone plans, the ones of¬ 
fered to customers with 
good credit, while T-Mobile 
gained 760,000. But Sprint 
says it's been reducing the 
size of its quarterly losses in 
customers and even saw 
gains in the months of May, 
June and July. 

Craig Moffett, a senior an¬ 
alyst at MoffettNathanson, 
said the latest promotion is 
bold, but reckless. 

“Sprint is already losing 
money and is burning 
through its remaining cash 
at an incredible rate,” he 
said. “Offering free service 
for a year will only make a 
bad situation worse.” 

The free service will cost 
Sprint $600 per line, plus any 
charges to pay off rivals’ 
contract-termination fees 
or to finish off payments 


under monthly installment 
plans. But Roger Entner, an 
analyst at Recon Analytics, 
said the costs are justified 
as investments for new cus¬ 
tomers. “When you’re No. 
4, you can’t afford to play 
it safe,” he said. 

AT&T had no immediate 


comment. 

Dallas-based AT&T Inc. has 
been using the DirecTV ser¬ 
vice as a way to package 
wireless access and en¬ 
tertainment. Sprint Corp., 
which doesn’t have the en¬ 
tertainment component, 
isn’t willing to cede those 


customers to AT&T. 

The latest promotion shows 
how aggressive phone 
companies have become 
as they try to lure custom¬ 
ers from each other, given 
that most Americans now 
have cellphones. 

Sprint's offer is good for up 
to five lines on a single ac¬ 
count, with each getting 
2 gigabytes of dafa each 
month and unlimited calls 
and texts. It begins Friday 
and runs through Sept. 30. 
DirecTV customers must 
show some proof, like a 
DirecTV bill from the past 
60 days, when signing up. 
But people can still sign up 
for DirecTV now fo gef the 
Sprint offer. 

What's the catch? 

— Existing Sprint custom¬ 
ers must add a new line 
of service to qualify. And 
both new and existing cus¬ 
tomers must buy or lease a 
new phone through Sprint; 
they cannot use one they 
already own.Q 


Dole Food CEO, former top exec ordered to pay $148M

DOVER, Del. (AP) — A Del¬ 
aware judge on Thursday 
ordered 92-year-old Dole 
Food CEO David Murdock 
and a former top lieuten¬ 
ant to pay $148 million in 
damages for misleading di¬ 
rectors and shareholders in 
a deal that took the com¬ 
pany private in 2013. 

The judge on Thursday said 
the billionaire businessman, 
along with former Dole 
president and chief op¬ 
erating officer C. Michael 


Carter, breached their fi¬ 
duciary duties of loyalty 
in structuring a $1.2 billion 
cash buyout that left the 
fruit-and-vegetable giant 
in Murdock’s hands. 

Vice Chancellor Travis 
Laster noted that a board 
committee was able to 
overcome most of the two 
men’s “machinations,” ne¬ 
gotiating an increase in 
Murdock’s initial $12 per 
share offer to a deal price 
of $13.50, which received 
a narrow 50.9 percent ap¬ 
proval from stockholders. 


“But what the committee 
could not overcome, what 
the stockholder vote could 
not cleanse, 

and what even an argu¬ 
ably fair price does nof 
immunize, is fraud,” wrote 
Laster, whose damage 
award represents an incre¬ 
mental value of $2.74 per 
share. 

Morgan Evans, a Dole 
Food spokeswoman, said 
the company had no com¬ 
ment on the ruling. 
Attorneys for Murdock and 
Carter did not immediately 


respond to email messages 
seeking comment. 

Stuart Grant, an attorney 
representing shareholders 
in the litigation, noted that 
the judge concluded that 
shareholders were entitled 
not only to a fair price, but 
to “a fairer price designed 
to eliminate the ability of 
the defendants to profit 
from fheir breaches of fhe 
dufy of loyalty.” 

“We are extremely pleased 
not only with the large fi¬ 
nancial recovery, but the 
forceful way in which fhe 


courf excoriafed fhe de¬ 
fendants for the brazen 
way they tried to hijack 
Dole for their own advan¬ 
tage in taking the compa¬ 
ny private,” Grant said in a 
prepared statement. 
Among other things, Laster 
said that before Murdock 
made his initial buyout pro¬ 
posal, Carter made false 
disclosures about how 
much money Dole could 
save by selling roughly half 
ifs business in 2012, and 
canceled a stock repur¬ 
chase programO

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration released its pro¬ 
posal Thursday for nam¬ 
ing lower-cost biotech 
drugs, a critical step in 
creating a market for the 
new class of medicines. 
These quasi-generic bio¬ 
tech drugs have the po¬ 
tential to save the U.S. 
health care system billions 
of dollars in costs. But rep¬ 
resentatives for fhe gener¬ 
ic drug industry warned 
that the FDA's proposal 
could curb those savings 
by making the drugs more 
difficult to prescribe. Bio¬ 
tech drugs are powerful, 
injected medicines pro¬ 
duced in living cells which 
are typically much more 
expensive than tradition¬ 
al chemical-based drugs. 
Many newer biotech 
drugs cost more than 
$100,000 per year and to¬ 
gether they account for 
nearly 30 percent of all 
U.S. drug spending. 

For decades, they have 
not faced generic com¬ 
petition because the FDA 
lacked a system to ap¬ 
prove cheaper versions 
until 2012. Earlier this year 
the agency approved 
the first “biosimilar." That’s 
the industry term for ge¬ 
neric biotech drugs, used 
to indicate that they are 
not exact copies of the 
original biologic medi¬ 
cines. 

But many questions re¬ 
main about how the 
new drugs will be sold 
and marketed, including 
whether they can use the 
same ingredient names 
as the original products.

Under an FDA proposal, 
all biotech drugs would 
be labeled with a four- 
letter code to help doc¬ 
tors distinguish them from 
the original versions. For 
example, the original 
drug might be labeled 
"drug-cznm" and a bi¬ 
osimilar version could be 
labeled “drug-hixf." The 
codes would not have 
any meaning and would 
mainly help doctors and 
pharmacists avoid ac¬ 
cidentally switching pa¬ 


tients between drugs. 
Branded biotech drug- 
makers have long 
stressed the safety risks 
of switching patients to 
alternate versions of bio¬ 
tech drugs, noting they 
are not perfect copies of 
the originals. The Generic 
Pharmaceutical Industry 
Association warned in a 
statement that the FDA’s 
plan could "erect barri¬ 
ers to patient access to 
new, more affordable 
medicines.

CAPE TOWN, South Africa 
(AP) — They're cute, knee- 
high, they bray like donkeys 
and are a tourist attraction 
near Cape Town. But Afri¬ 
can Penguins — the con¬ 
tinent’s only species of the 
flightless bird — are at risk of 
extinction. 

As shoals of anchovies and 
sardines have migrated 
south into cooler waters, 
the population of African 
Penguins that feeds on the 
fish has plummeted by 90 
percent since 2004 along 
South Africa’s west coast, 
once the stronghold of Af¬ 
rica’s only penguin species. 
This decline, recorded 
by South Africa's Depart¬ 
ment of Environmental Af¬ 
fairs, led to four key fishing 
grounds being declared 
off limits seven years ago in 
an experiment to see if the 
measure could help save 
the penguins. But scientists 
are still debating whether 
fishing has helped push the 
species to the brink of ex¬ 
tinction. 

The debate has gotten so 
acrimonious that the Island 
Closures Task Team, which 
oversaw the experiment 
and determined manage¬ 
ment actions, disbanded 
last year. Meanwhile, the 
fishing bans remain in 
place. 

If effective management 
of the situation is not car¬ 
ried out, the black-and- 


white seabirds could soon 
disappear, experts say. 

In the 1930s, South Africa's 
largest penguin colony had 
1 million African Penguins, 
and there were many 
other colonies. Now, only 
100,000 of the birds remain 
in all of South Africa and 
neighboring Namibia, the 
only two countries where 


the species exists. In 2010, 
the International Union for 
Conservation of Nature de¬ 
clared the African Penguin 
endangered. 

Of the 17 species of pen¬ 
guins in the world, the IUCN 
has named four others as 
endangered: the Yellow- 
Eyed Penguin and Erect- 
crested Penguin from New 


Both fisheries scientists and 
bird specialists agree that 
the decline of the African 
Penguin began around 
2004 with a southern shift 
in anchovies and sardines 
away from the hub of colo¬ 
nies along South Africa’s 
Atlantic coast. Scientists 
are unsure why the fish 
have moved, considering 
as possible causes climate 
change, overfishing or nat¬ 
ural fluctuations. 

Now, penguins must swim 
farther to catch fish, leav¬ 
ing adults weakened. 
Many have died or aban¬ 
doned their chicks, with 
hundreds winding up in 
the crowded, outdoor 
pens of a seabird rehabili¬ 
tation center, nestled on 
the edge of Cape Town’s 
Table Bay. It is run by the 


the decline, SANCCOB re¬ 
leases rehabilitated pen¬ 
guins into the wild every 
week. 

Relocating penguins to 
within reach of the masses 
of anchovies and sardines 
is only a possibility for chicks 
— and a difficult one with 
no guarantee of success. 
So, in 2008, the South Af¬ 
rican government began 
the experimental ban on 
fishing in a 20-kilometer 
(12.4-mile) radius alternat¬ 
ing around four key pen¬ 
guin colonies: Robben 
and Dassen Islands in the 
Atlantic Ocean and St. 
Croix and Bird Islands in 
the Indian Ocean. Some of 
these waters were hotspots 
for sardine and anchovy 
fishing. Anchovies and sar¬ 
dines comprise, in volume, 


the biggest component of 
South Africa’s fishing indus¬ 
try. In terms of revenue, it’s 
the second-biggest. 

They are also the penguin’s 
primary food source. 
Recently, a team led by Ja¬ 
net Coetzee, a fisheries sci¬ 
entist with the Department 
of Agriculture, Forestry and 
Fisheries, was on a small, 
motorized boat among 
dolphins, seals and giant 
shipping vessels and tow¬ 
ing a hefty oblong device 
through a banned fishing 
area. The device deter¬ 
mines how many fish are 
around. Despite the fish mi¬ 
gration, such surveys found 
there were plenty of an¬ 
chovies for penguins during 
certain months. 

Penguin biologists believe 
that closing areas to fishing 
leaves more fish for pen¬ 
guins and boosts chick sur¬ 
vival by 18 percent. 

But mathematical model¬ 
ers of fish populations have 
reservations about that 
statistic and insist that the 
impact of fishing is minimal. 
Coetzee says fishing quotas 
already allow only approxi¬ 
mately 10 percent of the 
sardine and anchovy pop¬ 
ulation to be taken, leaving 
plenty of fish for penguins. 
These fisheries experts 
blame predators like fur 
seals and sharks, nest flood¬ 
ing, heat stress or distur¬ 
bances from large fishing 
vessels for exacerbating 
the penguin decline — not 
fishing itself. 

Penguin biologists say it's 
too early to tell. 

"These sorts of issues must 
be teased out and the 
assumptions clearly un¬ 
derstood," said Dr. Rob 
Crawford, who heads the 
penguin biologist research. 
Crawford’s team wants to 
keep the fishing grounds 
closed for several more 
years. Fisheries scientists are 
calling for its end.Q 
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
